The fact that some men have been successful under God in | 
this great work without a college education does not prove that 
with the proper training in college suen men could have been 
more useful in the Master’s work. 

Every young man who teels called of God to this great work 
should obtain the very hest training that lies within his reach. 
so that he may be able to keep pace with men of all other walks 
of life. ; 

Just why God calls men to the work of the ministry, who are 
not able to educate themselves is not ours to say, but that. it is 
true all admit. Su, to meet the need of this class of ycung men, 
our Baptist State Convention has a Board of Ministerial Educa- 
tion, with W. T. Lowrey, Clinton. Miss., as President, whose 
duty it is to see after the financial needs of this class of young 
preachers who attend MississippiCollege. Our people are fos- 
tering no worthier work than this,so let us give it our hearty co- 
operaton and liberal support.

ports as follows: 


TEMPERANCE. 


The term Temperance as used in the appoint- 
ment of this committee, refers especially to the liquor traffic, 
which is one of the giants of our day. The attitude of every 
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« ‘ 


Christian towards this intoxicating evil should be that of un- 
ceasing warfare. No consecrated Christian will. or can, ever 
look on the sale of the accursed stuff withput feelings of disgust, 
horror, and boly indignation Our churches can never become 
too strict in discipline when dealing with those who encourage 
the use or sale of intoxicating liquor. . 

Therefore we recommend that this <ssociation place itself on 
record as favoring statutory and constitutional prohibition by 
our State and we hereby ask our immediate Representatives and 
Senators in the next session of our Legislature to labor for and 
vote tothatend. And furtber: tbat we favor the passage of 
such a law by our next National Congress as will probibit tbe 
use of all international public carriers and our postal system in 
the transportation of intoxicants or advertisements of intoxicants 
into prohibition territory. 

In this connection we would cal) attention to the tobacco evil, 
which, while not so disgusting, depraving, or deadly, is a wide 
spread cause of depravity and ruin. Noman can attain to bis 
full stature of usefulness as a Cbristian.while a slave to the use 
of tobacco. We long to see the time when this deadly evil will 
be considered in the list of intemperate things and be discussed 
in our Association as injurious to health and Christian useful- 
ness.

The report on Missions was read by Elder L. D. Posey and 
discussed by Rev. A. V. Rowe with such eloquence und earnest- 
ness that the congregation could but catch enthusiasm and inspir- 
ation to such a degree that those who heard will enlarge their 
contributions to missions in the future. 

The report was adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON MISSIONS. 


The Bible is distinctively a book of Missions, both as to its 
teachings, and the practice of those who under God did the things 
recorded in its sacred pages. There is no longer any need for 
arguments to prove that the Bible teaches missions; that is too 
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plain to be controverted ; but those who are not missionary both 
in belief and practice ace either ignorant of what the Bible teach- 
es, or are hardened in sin and rebellion against God, or blinded 
by prejudice. The prophets were missionaries, Jobn the Baptist 
was a missionary, Jesus Christ'Was the prince of missionaries ; 
the apostles were missionaries, and the apostolic churches were 
Missionary Baptist churches. 

The New Testament churches sent preachers to preach the 
gospel and organize where the gospel bad never been preached ; 
they took susheriptions and afterward collected thé same; they 
sent men to carry means of support to those who were out on the 
field doing missionary work; they sent men w visit the newly 
organized churches; they bad men to visit the older cburches 


and stir them up with regara to the work that was being done 


In shért we have a Scriptural warrant for all that we are doing 
in our efforts to carry out the ‘‘yreut commission’’. 

As to the tefms ‘‘Foreign’’, ‘‘Home’’ and ‘‘State’’ missions, 
these are simply divisiods for convenience in executing the work ; 
the principle is the same; the efforts are ove in the furtherance 
of the cause of Christ. 

During Jest convention year. the Baptists in the tanks of the 
Southern Baptist Convention gave $403,811.54, for Foreign mis- 
sions, and there were 2,239 baptisms on the foreign fields, be- 
sides the work done in prioting and distributing tracts, Bibl s, 
Testaments, and other religivus literature; the teaching of thcu- 
sands of boys and girls in schools; the successful treatment of 
thousands of patients by our medical missionaries; and the the- 
ological teaching and training of native preachers on the foreign 
fields; in fact a work so great that eternity alone can tell its 
vastness. 

During the past year twenty-one new missionaries were 
sent out, and the work for the present year is planned on a basis 
of $750,000 . 

The importance of the work of Home missions can only be re- 
alized by those who read and keep tuemselves posted as to the 
conditions prevailing in our large cities, in Cuba, in the moun- 
tainous sections, and on the western frontier. There is not 
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room in a report to give any adequate idea of the conditions. 
But the work for the last convention year was simply without 
parallel both as to the amount given, and the results obtained. 
The amount received from all sources for Home missions was 
$231,834.03, und there were 18,798 baptisms on the Home «mission 
fields. 

The developement of our State in recent years has made State 
missions one of the greatest works now before us, and largely 
the ba:is for all otber Christian enterprises in this State. The 
new lines of railroad bave caused many new towns and cities 
to spring up almost as by magic. and these must be occupied, 
held and directed by the Baptists ot the State, or they will be 
controtled by the forces of evil, and our own children be led to 
destruction. If we appreciate the blessings of God let us do 
more for State missions. ; 

Notwithstanding the awful destruction caused by the storm 
last September, we gave more for this cause last year than ever 
before, and the Lord gave us the greatest harvest of souls of any 
year in the history of the work.

The Report on Woman’s Work was read by Rev. T. J. Batton, 


and discussed by Rev. T. J. Moore and adopted as follows: 
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REPORT ON WOMENS’ WORK. 


Women bear a personal responsibility toGod as well as men; 
and they must answer to bim for the manner in which they meet 
their responsibility. , 

These facts are recognized by the women of our churches 
and they have set about to organize ss System of co-operative work 
for the developewnt of the mission spirit in our cburches, and 
the promulgation of the gospel throughout the world. They 
have an established system of publications of sbeir own, furnish- 
ing a bureau of information about the mission work. Tracts 
are published and furnished from Baltimore. including ‘Our 
Home Fields,’’ Topic Cards und montbly literature for use in the 
societies ; also departments in the Foreign Mission Journal and 
Our Home Field, and a page every week in the Baptist Record. 
Information is not only published through these channels, but is 
read and studied religiously, so that the best informed people in 
our churches today in missionary matters are the women. This 
information takes sbape in practical missionary interest and en- 
deavor. They have a special week of prayer for missions, and 
a week of self denia!. At Christmas a special offering is made 
for China; at another time an offering for Home Missions, and 
another for State Missions. 


Their enterprises include the contribution of boxes for mnis- 
sionaries of the Home Hoard, of household necessities; also the 
equipment and support of the Margaret Home for the care and 
education of missionaries’ children who may be sent back here 
for that purpose. They have just completed the Tichenor Mem- 
orial Fund of $20,000.00 as a loan fund for building churches ; and 
are still working for a mountain school fund, and a hospital in 
China; also through the Sunbeams for a school in China, and one 
in El Paso, Texas. They have just assumed the support and 
management of the Training School in Louisville for young ladies. 
in training to be missionaries, for which about $15,000.00 has al- 
ready been subscribed. Their contributions throughout the 
territory of the Southern Baptist Convention from the past year 
were $154,709.88. The reported contibutions of the societies in 
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Mississippi last year were $18,000.00. And this was accomplish- 
ed with societies in less than half of our churches. What might: 
they not do if there were a society in every church. and every 
woman a member of it? They are undertaking to raise this year 
$100,000 for Foreign Missions, and $75,006 for Home Missions. 

Your committee recommends the organization and mainten- 
ance of a society in each of our churches; and that our womea 
share an honorable part in this great work.

The committee appointed yesterday on items of interest 
from the reading of the associational letters reported as follows: 

Your committee on items of interest note the following: We 
tind that all the churches report baptisms except one. The sum 
total being 199, which is 16 fewer than last year. Seventeen ont 
of twenty-two churches have Sunday Schools: threv of those sev- 
enteen reporting two each, making twenty in all —an increase of 
six over last year 

All the churches except two report something for missions, 
the sum total for this cause being $1626.62, —an increase of 
$207.46 over last year. 

Only three churches report anything for ministerial educa- 
tion, the whole amount being $39.75, a decrease of $19 60 from last 
year. Ten churches report contributions to the Orphanage, ~iving 
in all $169.18. lacking twelve cents of being as much as was 
given last year.

CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 

All organized bodies have their code of discipline by which 
they are governed. The church of God has the New Testament 
for its guide. 
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Articles of faith, church covenant, and rules of decorum 
founded upon the Word of God are methods adopted by the church 
for her government and should be obeyed. 

When we unite with the church, we take a solemn vow to be 
loyal and faithful to the cuureh, and to God. 

Hence it is our imperative duty to live up tothe covenant 
and rules of decorum, and support the church and do all in our 
power to promote God's kingdom. But. when a member of the 
church refuses or neglects to work in harmony with the church, 
or indulges in out broken sin, itis the duty of those who are 
more spiritual to teach him and show hin the error of his way. 

Christ taught his disciples by the seaside, the roadside, and 
in the synagogues and bis last words were, ‘‘Go teach all natiuns."’ 

Discipline means training and development, subjection to 
rule, submissiveness to order and control, corrective faults. 

The enforcement of methods of corrections against one guilty 
of ecclesiastical offences, the g0spel missions is u persuasive one, 
so let us deal with our erring brethren kindly teaching and per- 
suading them to r-form their lives. i 

But after the church bas done all she can to reclaim those 
who walk disorderly by gentle means, and such disorderly mem- 
bers persist in their course, let the church withdraw fellowship 
from them. 2d Thes., iii. 6; 5tb and 6th Chapters Ist Cor.

The Report on Denominational schools was read and by mo- 
tion adopted. = [t being discussed by Prof. A J. Aven. 
The report is as follows: 


DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS. 


Southern Baptists own a theological seminary located at 
Louisville; Kentucky, organized and equipped for training pastors 
evangelists, and missionaries for larger usefulness. To this 
Seminary, Mississippi sends a number of young men and women 
each yebr ‘or special preparation, and this fact of itself secures to 
us an interest there. Mississippi Baptists have a peculiar 
treasure in the possession of Mississippi College. It is not a the- 
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ological school as‘some suppose tho’ a great many preachers at 
home and abroad have been educated there: many 
having made splendid records in the homeland and 
on foreign fields; but itis strictly a literary institution, 
equipped and designed to develope. and discipline minds. 
Such subjects as language, literature, history, mathematics, biol- 
ogy. chemistry, and philosophy are taught. There is a course of 
Bible study, but it is given to other students as well as to young 
preachers, and is only one of the many studies given in the course. 
So the purpose of the instituion is to make strong, intelligent 
men,—men able to think. and then able to express those thoughts. 


Let the preacher get his literary course at Mississippi 
College, then go to the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary ; 
let the lawyer get his literary training ai Clinton, then’ specialize 
elsewhere ; and so with those who intend to be doctors, engineers, 
business men, teachers, und farmers. Get your literary educatioa 
ut a Christivn school,—lay a deep, broad foundation there, then 
specialize elsewhere. 


Since this Association convened last year, the building cam- 
paign led by the president, has closed, and now two new build- 
ings almost complete stana as monuments w denominational 
faithfulness. 


‘The number of students enrolled last session was 440, and 
the faculty fully expects that almost 500 will matriculate at the 
opening of next session. 


Before closing this paper I should not forget to mention Blue 
Mountain and Hillman Colleges for young women. Although 
they are not owned by the denomination, yet they are under the 
control of individuals who are Baptists and to them our patron- 
age should gu. 


Let us as a denomination, forever be faithfully. loyal to our 
very own institutions. Let us pray for them, work for them, sub- 
scribe and pay to them, and patronize them.

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Report on Relation of Pastor and Church was read by Rev.

The report was discussed by Rev. T. J. Moore, and is as 
follows: 


RELATION OF PASTOR AND CHURCH. 


Searcely a more important subject than this ever comes before 
a body of Baptist people for consideration. A mistit of pastor 
and church will grealy binder if not totally destroy the power of 
both the minister and the church. Every church must have its 
pastor. Without him the church will soon come to naught. 
Churches should recognize in their pastors the God-chosen ves- 
sels for leaders and for the public proclamation uf truth. Pastors 
should realize that their churches are “pillars and ground of the 
truth.’’ They are mutually and indispensably necessary to each 
other. “ 

The union-of pastor and church should never be consumated 
hastily and without much prayer w God who is the Great Bishop 
both over his flocks and bis undersbepherds. He knows the 
folds and the shepherds and if given the right of way through 
prayer and humble submission to this leadership there will be no 
misfits. ; 

There should be no limit of time in the arrangement between 
church and pastor. If God forms the union it is bard for us to 
think that He will hasten to dissolve it. 

While a church is not to blindly follow the pastor simply be- 
cause he bolds that office yet no church should put one into that 
high office whom they cannot with great confidence lean upon 
for council and leadership. No advice nor Suggestion of his 
should ever be lightly esteemed or carelessly put aside. He is 
God's appointed and, while he is not infallible, bis judgment 
should be carefully sought and weighed upon all matter concern- 
ing the well being of the church and all spiritual interest of the 
community. ; 

The church should see tu it that the pastor bas an adequate 
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‘Support based upon such perfect business principles that be shall 
be entirely free from financial strain or annoying anxiety. 

Tbe pastor should give himself wholly to the service of the 
flock of God over which he bas been appointed, and has not time 
to earn bis own support.

The Report was discussed by Bros.C R. Dale andJ. K 
Byrd to the edifying of all present. 

The Report was adopted us follows: 


REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


.Your Committee on Sunday Schools would submit the follow- 
ing: Our Saviour’s command, to teach, was spoken in close 
connection with his command to preach. These commands in 
their separate connection are ‘‘preach the gospel toevery crea- 
ture’ and ‘‘teach all nations’’. To secure their fulfillment 
throughout the coming centuries, al] authority both in Heaven 
and in Earth, is placed behind them, and the personal presence 
of their autbor is promised ‘‘even unto the end of the world.’ 

The construction placed by our Lord’s disciples upon these two 
commands, is clearly shown in Luke’s account, which states that, 


* 
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“daily in the temple and in every house they ceased not to teach 
and to preach Jesus Christ.’’ We bave therefore the plain words 
of our risen Lord, coupled with the example of big disciples, to 
mark the path that we must follow. 

The work of Christ's churches js purely, both “to teach and 
preach.’’ Todo one to the neglect or exclusion of the otber, is 
like trying to smile with one side of your face atatime. ‘It 
pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to save them that 
believed,’ "but the solemn injunction of the risep Saviour in bis 
last earthly words, make plain the fact that saved men should be 
taught in order that they may “ebserve all things whatsoever,” 
He has “‘commanded them.’’ 

With this assdrance then, that the Sunday Sebool is the 
Church engaged in studying and teacbing the scriptures, that 
this work is clearly authorized in the Bible, that it 1s the richest 
and ripest field for christian endeavor at the present time, that 
our Southern Baptist Convention and our State Convention, are 
seeking wisely to emphasize it as a factor in our developement, 
and that for us as churches and as an Assoviation, it ‘presents a 
wide open door of splendid opportunities, your Committee would 
earnestly recommend : 

Int. That all our churches put more life, energy, and 


consecration into this imperative teaching work committed to 


them. 

2nd. That every Sunday School be kept open if possible 
every Sunday in the year. 

3rd. That special effort be made by Pastors, Superin- 
tendents, and other workers to enlist in the Sunday School the 
adult members of our churcnes as well as ap increasing at- 
tendance on the part of the children. 

4th. That we encourage the organization of branch and 
mission schools wherever practicable, so thata Sunday School 
may be accessible to every man, woman, and child within our As- 
sociational bounds. 

5th. That each School send full report to the Association, 
so that the Sunday School table in the minutes may contain com- 
plete statistics. 
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6th. That our schools provide themselves with Baptist 
Literature (as that furnished by our Baptist Sunday School 
Board at Nashville, Tennessee), ordering the same some ten or 
fifteen days before it is needed for distribution. 

7th. That we arrange with our State Sunday School Sec- 
retary to hold within our territory during the coming year one or 
more Sunday School Institutes with a view to training our officers 
and teachers and improving our Sunday School condition. ' 

8th. That we heartily indorse the Suaday School depart- 
ment of our Baptist State Convention, and that we recoghize, 
‘Sunday School Missions’’ as one of our regular objects of be- 
nevolence, and that we commit ourselves to contribute regularly 
towards its maintenance and support.

The children are our heritage, bequeathed to us by the prov- 
idences of God, who has made it our duty to support and main- 
tain them, which I conclude has been amply done so far but when 
we understand that continual application for admission is being 
made, and the number continually increasing we find increased 
|- expenses and renewed obligations which behoove us to put forth 
renewed efforts to meet. Money, food, or clothing given to the 
orphanage is as bread cast upon the water to return after many 
days. so let all give to the orphanage and receive the blessings of 
God. For surely the once neglected\ orphan who has spent five 
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or ten years with those Godly people will return after maturity 
and make better citizens to bless our land and country and thus 


create a reflex influence that wil] ebb and flow till the end of time.

J. E. Byrd being present, and haying to leave this after- 
noon to reach Natchez tomorrow morning, the report on Sunday 
Schools was called for and read by Bro. G. W. Johnston, and ably 
discussed by him and Bro. J. E. Byrd, and was adopted as follows: 


Report on Sunday Schools. 


By G. W. JOHNSTON. 


Our Sunday School is a common arm to our church work. 
We are commanded to teach all nations, and in fulfilling this com- 
mand we have greater possibilities in our Sunday School work than 
in any other branch. In this work we are able to train our chil- 
dren in every phase ot God’s service and to become acquainted 
with the Bible as no other way presents. To meet on each Sunday 
and study the word of God in harmony unites the christian tie,and 
brings about a closer feeling for our co-workers in the service of 
our Lord. 

It is here that the true layman of the church can present his 
views and discuss with his brethren the true meaning of God’s 
word as he understands it; thus opening up a greater desire to -un- 
derstand the word as it is presented by the pastor. 

In our Sunday School work we are brought into a close touch 
with our children, and great responsibility rests upon us in teach- 
ing them. Weare the child’s steward, to tutor into the right 
paths of life; and how careful we should be in our training is only 
made manifest by the path the child takesin after life. We should 
be ever ready, painstaking and earnest in our teaching because it 
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is there that the rootlet is planted, the branches are sprouted and 
the tree is trained. The reverence a child has for the word depends 
greatly npon its training in our Sunday Schools. 

Tn reviewing Jast year’s statistics we find that we had twenty- 
t hurches with a total membership of thirty-three hundred 
anteeventeen, Ont of thisnumber we find that four churches 
hed no Sunday Schoo! at all, three churches had two each; giving 
us a lal aumber of twenty-one Sunday Schools. 

At that time we had twelve-hundred and thirty pupils, and 
eighly officers enrolled. This is a little more than one-third of our 
chure) nhership if all. were members of the church. But we 
are ere that one-third or possibly one—half of these are not church 
members. Therefore we see that our church membership is not 
interested as it shonld be in the cause of Sunday Scheols. 

It seems that a great number of our church members are 
drifting -riding the tide of christianity, to float if possible into a 
ivenly mansion upon the works of other christians. 

Our members should have more interest. It does seem that.if 
a church member isa christian he would be deligted and would 
take every opportunity presented to meet and study the word of 
God with his ehristian brethren; and especially would he delight in 
leading children into the paths of righteousness by example if not 
by words. 

We are anxious that each and every church within the 

»ounds of Our association have at least one, two or three Sunday 
Schools as the case or possibilities may demand. We urgently rec- 
ommehd that the pastors of each and every church use every inftu- 
ence that he may possess to have a Sunday School organized in every 
church hesupplies. We further recommend that the pastors, super- 
intendents and teachers be more earnest in the Layman’s movement, 
the missionary works, and that all gifts to the cause of God and his 
works be especially emphagized; because in the Sunday School the 
seed are sown to bring forth fruit in our churches.

Report on Publication. 
By LEON TYRONE. 


The printing press has been une of the chief factors in dispens- 
ing wholesome knowledge,not only for the enlightenment of civiliza- 
tion, but for the promotion of Christianity; for it has been through 
the influence of the press that it has been made possible to piace a 
Bible in the hands of tne reading world. . 

No people on earth has stood for freedom of conscience, 
through the press and democratic principles, perhaps, more than 
Baptists, thus bringing the printing press under lasting obligations 
to the Baptist people for its influence and power in the. world. 
Now, that the free press is partially a product of Baptist thought 
and Baptist principles, ought we not as Baptists make use of it in 
our religion, as well as our every day bussiness and social life. 
The advocacy of those principles has given the Bible to millions at 
a time when it was confined to just a few. 

’ Gladstone said: ‘‘My only hope of the world is, bringing the 
human mind in contact with divine revelation;”’ then, i: is not to be 
denied that the Bible is the first in importance, of all publications. 
Were we to eliminate from this subject, the Book.of all Books, who 
would undertake to estimate the value and influence of good litera- 
ture to our people. It makes us better by supplanting that which 
is bad within us. It makes us thoughtful by giving us something 
worthy to think about. 

As Baptists, we should be very much interested in the very best 
literature. Better leave off some of the seeming necessities of life 
than fail to supply our families with good reading matter. As Bap- 
tists of Lawrence County Association and of the State of Mississippi, 
we should fortify our people with such helps from the press as will 
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increase their usefulness and power for good in the world. No 
church is properly equipped for the progress of this age without the 
Foreign Mission Journal, published at Richmond, Va., price, 35 cts. 
and the Home Field, published at Atlanta, Ga., price, 25 cts. 
Then our Sunday Schoo! Literature is indispensable to a live mem- 
bership; for the children of today are the membership to-morrow. 
We cannot afford to be neglectful. Then, we must not forget the 
Gem that keeps us posted about the workings of the Orphanage, 
and brgathes out love and sympathy in every issue. Then let us 
dake oun that you cannot realize the value of these publications, 
unless they are constantly visiting your homes. But we wish to call 
special attention to the Baptist Record, our State paper, published 
at Jackson for $2.00 per year. It stands without faitering for all 
the interest of the Kingdom: Missions, Christian Education, the 
College, Temperance, Orphanage, Sunday Schools, in fact, all that 
goes to make our churches what they should be.

God has placed upon no one greater 
responsibilities than he has laid on the paster, in that, he is 
required to preach the gospel in its purity and simplicity, and not 
preach to please men: to lead in Missions, Sunday School work, 
Temperance and in fact, to lead in all things that tend to the 
spiritual upbuilding of his flock, over which he is chosen to feed 
and nurture for God. 

The church being a body of baptized believers in Christ, covenant- 
ed to work together for and in His visible Kingdom, should revogniz 
in its pastor his leadership and be ever ready to follow his leading 
and teaching when the Bible sustains him in both his leading and 
teaching. Every member of his church should daily pray for bis 
pastor’s success in the work to which God has called ! 
by him and encourage him in every way possible aiid 
speak reproachfully of him in his presence wit 
ing against such worldly slush.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The Bible teaches us that God came down from His Kingdom 
above and walked in Eden, seeking his children. Jesus Christ 
said—Luke 5-32, ‘I came not to call the righteous but sinners to 
repentance.”” Luke 19-10: “For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost. 

When Jesus had finished his mission he gave the Apostles the 
great commission, Matt., 28-19-20: ‘‘Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations,” with the Promise that He would be with them. The 
Apostles took up the work after Pentacost, and preached Jesus as 
the Savior of the world. 

On the foreign field we have 556 workers, 222 missionaries, 
334 helpers. 

There are 229 churches, with 467 out-stations. Baptized during 
year, 2174, total membershi , 14179, 
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Contributions en the foreign fields were $34,825.13 against 
$29,261 the year before. 
There are eight Theological schools with about 150 students. 
The entire amount raised by Southern Baptists, $402,328.16, of 
this amount Mississippi gave $28,920.54. Mississippi is asking for 
35,000 this year. Nine churches out of twenty did not contribute 
to Foreign Missions last year. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


This includes all the home land, Cuba, Isle of Pines and Panama. 
The Lord has greatly blessed the labors of His peovle during the 
past year, through the Home Board. 

Last year there were 961 Missionaries receiving full or partial 
support from the Board, 22404 baptisms reported, 337 churches 
and stations. 

Contributicns to Home Missions last year, $265,335.59, of this 
amount Mississippi gave $19,132.92. ‘ 


STATE MISSIONS. 


The necessity of the work of State Missions in the bounds of 
our State will be needed for many years. 

The rapid development of our State will continue to make it 
more necessary to push the work of State Missions. 

Our State is being cut up with various lines of new railroads; 
towns are springing up here and there, and people are eoming from 
various places to live with us: we must meet them with the Gospel 
of Christ and build churches along thease lines of railroad, or have 
our people contaminated with the new comers and their new ideas 
of religion, whatever they may be. State Mission work is the 
foundation of all Mission work, he who gives to State Missions 
gives to Home and Foreign Missions. 

Churches now helped full time, nine; three-fourths time, two; 
one-half time, eighteen; one-fourth time, seventy-nine; number of 
churches now helped, one hundred and eight. 

State Missionaries have baptized during the year, 13,495 per- 
sons, and have helped in meetings where 21,030 others have been 
baptized. Will not every baptist help in the State Mission work? 
We ought to have $50,000 a year for State Missions.

It is understood that no amount of education can make a 
preacher in the true sense of the word, of a man who has not been 
called of God into the work of the ministry. This being true this 
report pertains to the called and not to the professional. 

Education is the development of the faculties God has given, 
and the training of the powers thus acquired for the greatest possi- 
ble usefulness. For this reson ministers should be educated. 
God has endowed them with intellects, and called them into His 
special work, and it is their Cuty to educate and train themselves 
for their great work. 

The Bible being the fundamental text book, it is essential that 
preachers learn it as well as possible; but since a good literary edu- 
cation helps very materially in getting a correct knowledge of the 
Bible, we would recommend where possible, a college and seminary 
course of instruction for our preachers. This will not only help 
them in their Bible study, but will equip them for the various 
duties which they must perform in connection with their ministe- 
rial work, and qualify them to successfully contend against the 
powers of infidelity which are usually couched in the minds of the 
learned who are unsaved. 

We would recommend that an effort be made to get all the 
churches to contribute to this great cause, and that a special effort 
be made to assist the young ministers within our bounds in securing 
a college, aad if possible, a seminary education.

There are signs of drifting from the Seriptural basis of Church 
Discipline, in our midst. About the only thing for which members 
are usually arraigned is an aggravated case of drunkenness, and 
even that is not always notized. ° And any effort to enforce Script- 
ural Discipline in our Associational meetings is likely to be met by 
some brother who tells how ugly the spirit of those who encourage 
it appears. This criticism relieves the sense of neglected duty. We 
are ready to rush to the rescue of the unfortunate victim of harsh 
treatment. So the matter is dropped and we return to our homes 
to continue our neglect of God’s plain commandments. But God’s 
requirements are still in furce, td preserve fellowship or withdraw 
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from the disturbing member, and to withdraw from every brother 
that walketh disorderly. Discipline should be given in the exercise 
of a greater brotherly care when we sce a brother turning his 
steps in the wrong way. If we should faithfully warn and exhort 
the wayward we would find it easy to enforce corrective discipline 
wheh nothing else would avail. 

Your committee would recommend that we urge faithfulness in 
the administration of Church Discipline, because the Scriptures 
require it and because the upholding of a right standard of church 
membership demands it, and because kindness to the ungodly mem- 
ber makes it imperative that we aid him to an understanding that 
he is not meeting the requirements of a disciple of Christ.

I make this statement with a full recognition of the 
work and efficiency of our various Boards, but the fact remains 
that we need to supplement our present methods with something 
else in order that we may more speedily evangelize the world. 
This is the primary purpose of the Movement. 

We find in this new Movement something radically different

and in this new Movement we find a way of bringing some organ- 
ized pressure to bear upon the indifferent laymen to arouse them 
to action. 

We should recognize as never before, the world wide opportu- 
nity that presents itself to the church today. The doors of eve! 
nation and people stand open to the commercial traveler. Shall they 
be closed to Christ and his followers? The churches of Jesus Christ 
should be brought to the point where they will agonize for the lost 
nations of the earth. This world wide opportunity and the responsi- 
bility should be presented to the churches today, that no more time 
be lost. Our business men must have that broader vision that takes 
in the whole world. This Layman’s movement recognizes that the 
churches have been in the ‘‘retail business’ long enough. 

Our own spiritual safety requires a more vigorous missionary 
campaign.

What we need to prosecute this Layman’s work more vigor- 
ously and successfully, is some strong, able and consecrated lay- 
men—men who have caught a world wide vision of the perishing 
nations.

By Rev. J. B. Quin. 


This report has reference only to what is undertaken by the 
oman’s Missionary Societies organized in the churches to assist 
in the Missionary and educational work represented in the Associa- 
tion and Convention. They are called “auxiliary”’ for they are car- 
rying out their original commission, to be a help-meet for their 
husbands and brethren. This they do in every church where they 
are organized, by keeping information before them and their sis- 
ters, constantly renewing the fires at our altars of sacrifice, pro- 
voking one another and us to good works. ‘ 

This information and zeal for good works take shape in prac- 
tieal Missionary endeavor, both at home and abroad. They have 
special weeks of prayer and self-denial, and at Christmas they take 
a special offering for China, and during the year special offer ings 
are made for Foreign, Home and State Missions, and also boxes 
are sent to Frontier Missionaries, and to the Orphans’ Home. 
They are fostering a training school at Louisville, Ky., for Lady 
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Missionaries, to fit them for Foreign Mission Work. They support 
and manage a home for the education of the children of Missiona- 
ries, who may be sent back here for that purpose. 

They have many other causes which they are fostering, that 
we have not time to mention. 

The total contribution of Societies of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, for the last nineteen years, reaches the amazing sum 
of more than one million and a quarter dollars. 

The reported contributions in the State last year were: $21,745.55 
which is an increase over last year of $2,565.65. The Young 
Woman’s Auxilary contributed during the year 940.25. 

We recommend that the pastors of this Association urge 
their ladies to organize societies, which we believe will be beneficial 
not only to the churches, but to the cause at large.

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REPORT ON PUBLICATIONS. 


In the main, as we read so we think, and as we think so we are; 
therefore, our reading very largely has to do with the making of 
pur characters. This being true. it is very necessary that we be 
tareful in the selection of our reading matter. It would be just as 
reasonable for a man to select improper, or unwholsome food ‘for 
the body, as to select improper, or unwholesome reading matter 
for the mind to use as food for it. The mind that feasts on pure 
¢lean helpful reading matter, will develop into strength of will and 
permanency of character. Dime novels and other trashy literature 
are in a large measure responsible for the great amount of crimes 
of various sorts of the present day. The only way to counteract 
this is to fill their place with that which is good, and insist upon its 
use till the habit of reading the right kind of matter is formed. 
To do this, it is necessary for our people to supply their homes with 
the best books, magazines and weeklies in their reach. 

Of course the Bible is the Book of al] books, and we would lay 
Special stress on the importance of reading it. One reason why we 
Have such loose and vague ideas of church work and christian duty. 
is because the Bible is not studied; and one reason why many peo- 
ple are lost and don’t know it, is because they have not read the 
Bible. 

To keep in touch with our denominational work, and be in- 
formed as to the progress, or the lack of progress, as the case may 
be, that is being made, or not made, it is absolutely necessary to 
read our denominational papers. We would therefore urge that 
all our people pay for and read The Baptist Record, The Foreign 
Mission Journal, Our Home Field, and the Orphanage Gem. These 
papers are moderate in price compared with the matter contained, 
sound in doctrine, and clean in character. We commend them 
most heartily to the members of our churches.

DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS. 


It may be new to some of us to learn that this is the first time 
this subject has ever been assigned in this association, caused by

having a new care since last we met. This association is, or should ~ 
be, intensely interested in Mississippi College, The South- 
ern Theological Seminary and Clark’s Memorial College. 

Until recently, we had but little interest in any denomination- 
al school but Mississippi College, and not enough in that; but the 
the recent addition of $40000.00 to the endowment of the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, of Louisville, Ky., by the Baptists of 
Mississippi, gives us added interest in this magnificent institution 
while Clarks Memorial College has been commitied to the care of 
Mississippi Baptists since last we met. 

We do not believe that education is a panacea for all the ills 
either of church or state, but we do believe that Christian Educa- 
tion will go a long way toward the solution of many of the ills of 
life, for a Christian Education not only develops the mind but the 
heart, which combined, is the foundation and the development of 
chardcter. . 

When we see graft and corruption walking like a giant over 
our land in the very midst of universal education, we are forced 
to exclaim with President Elliot, of Harvard, that the present 
school system, as administered, would be very disappointing to its 
founders, all because emphasis is not placed on the right point. 

It is the duty of every Baptist of this association to heip to 
build up such a public sentiment that it will demand for every 
school of this association a teacher of the highest moral worth, who 
world keorn to enter the sacred duties of the profession through 
the doors of a dishonest examination. To eradicate graft and cor- 
ruption in the next generation, we must build up public sentiment, 
and no place on earth is this as easily done as through our denomi- 
national schools. 

Public sentiment is a very great factor with individuals, com- 
munities, states and nations. It forced the monarchs of Europe to 
hands off in our strugle with Spain for the freedom of Cuba; and 
forced Russia and Japan to make peace, and made Japan modify 
her haughty demands. - 

I congratulate the Baptists of the-nation, the state; yea, this 
association upon the interest they have taken in the creation of 
this pyblic sentiment. We point with pride to the fact, with few 
exceptions, wherever you find a man who has been in touch with 
Mississippi College, you find a citizen on the right side in the battle 
between good and evil. ; 

We can never know what Mississippi would have been without 
the influence of the men who have been sent forth from her portals. 
This we do know. that the men who have gone out from this grand 
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old institution for the past 40 years, have been found in the Gov. 
erfor’s chair, on the Supreme Bench,, at the head of our great ed- 
ucational institution, as judges, in the Legislative halls, both of the 
Senate and of the House of Representatives, as attorneys of note, 
at the head of Theological Seminaries, pastorates, pulpits, homes, 
and from individual lives, for the past score of years, that has 
made Mississippi the most conservative, the most temperate and 
the most religious in all this Union; so, we are forced to believe 
that an institution that is being used by God, as Mississippi College 
is ting used, merits the perpetual support of our entire denomina- 
tion. . 

| It is with religious pride that we point to Mississippi’s part in 
the! endowment of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, Ky., but it is not past favors bestowed that should in- 
se us most, but, what can we do in the future; therefore, we 
commend to this association, and to the brethren, this institution 
for the good jt has done, for the influence it is wielding, for the 
power it will have; for, in the words of ‘another, I believe it is 
sounder in doctrin, stronger in scholarship, more devotional and 
more missionary in spirit than any other Seminary in the world. 

While Clarks Memorial College, located at Newton, Miss., is 
diregtly under the care of the General Association of Mississippi, 
we 4s Baptists should feel a just pride and interest in this young, 
but | magnificent institution just beginning upon its second year’s 


work.

The Association met pursuant to adjou:nment. Devotional 
exercises were conducted by Rev. R. J. Boon, reading’a part of 18 
chapter of Luke, and a delightful prayer service followed, prayers 
being lead by Revs. J. M. Sammons, T. J. Bailey and R. E. Weeks. 

Moderator announced the Association in order for business. 

The report on Orphanage was called for and discussed by Rev. 
T. J, Batton and others, and pending its adoption another collec- 
tion was taken for the institution amounting to $4.00. The report 
was adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


The Baptist.Orphanage located at Jackson, Miss., is owned and 
controlled by the Baptist denomination of Mississippi, and is main- 
tained by purely voluntary contributigns from its constituency, the | 
Baptists of the state. 

The institution has been in successful operation for more than 
12 years, during which time it has passed through a great many 
trials‘and struggles incident to institutions of its kind, but its 
friends have always ralied to its support, until it has grown to its 
present proportions. So successful has been the management of 
the home that property, in land, buildings, tools and stozk, has 
‘been accumulated to the value of more than $100,000.00. 

Sirice the Home was founded nearly or about 400 children have 
been taken care of, or helped in some way. It has sufficient capac- 
ity to accommodate 200 children by crowding. There are 181 in 
the home now, witha great many. outstanding applications for 
places. 

It is the purpose of the management to train these children in 
a practical way to be useful citizens, and independent self support- 
ers. To do this, in addition to regular ordinary school opportuni- 
ties, the boys are required under the direction of an experienced 
farmer, to work on the farm, making and gathering crops of corn, 
cotton, sugar cane, peas, potatoes, sorghum, and almost all kinds 
of vegetables. The girls are also taught to do house and kitchen 
work. 

While these children are being taught systematicall to do. all 
sorts of manual labor, their souls are not being neglected, for they 
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are required to attend preaching, prayer meeting, Sunday cchool, 
etc. 

Those who have the home in charge are faithful to their trust, 
for they are doing all in their power to ‘‘train the children for use- 
fulness; and are so directing their labor, that the children them- 
selves are contributing largely to their own support.” 

Brother Carter, the Superintendent, says, ‘‘The demands upon 
our home are daily increasing, and if we meet them, we shall have 
to build at once, as the room that we now have is nearly all taken.”’ 
During the past summer the dining room and chapel were enlarged 
but the the home stands sadly in need of more bed room, and more 
schoul room in order to meet the growing demand being made on 
the institution, for the destitute fatherless must be cared for. 

In order that the needs of the home may be met, your commit- 
tee would recommend, Ist, That each Sunday school in the Ass = 
ciation take up one collection each month for the orphans. 2nd, 
That each church make a generous thanksgiving offering for the 
same cause. 3rd, That our ladies send up boxes of clothing, gro- 
ceries and such things as can be used and are needed at the Or- 
phanage. 

‘*Let each of us remember that when we are helping the poor 
and needy, we are doing God's work, and delighting His great lov- 
ing heart.

The special hour for the report on Missions having arrived, the 
congregation sang “‘How Firm a Foundation.’’ The report was 
discussed by Revs. J. B. Quinn, H.C. Roberts, A. V. Rowe and 
Bro. S. W. More; and on motion, adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON MISSIONS, 


Our mission work is divided into three departments, namely, 
State Missions, Home Missions and Foreign Missions, State mis- 
sion work is in our ov state, and is done principally along new 
lines of railroads, the Coast and the Delta. The plan of the work 
is to secure the preaching of the Gospel to destitute places and aid 
weak churches to become self supporting. 

To show what this work is accomplishing, 122 churches are now 
receiving help, and 438 that were once helped are now self support- 
ing. And to show the wisdom of this work, these churches are 
giving back to missions annually $30,000.00, and that too in the face 
of the fact that we give less than $25,000 to State missions annual- 
ly, Hence the wisdom and righteousness of this work. 

Home Mission territory is the same as that of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, especially the frontier, mountain districts, and 
large cities, also Cuba, Panama and the Isle of Pines. As a mere 
suggestion of what is’ being done, the following figures are given: 
Number of workers, 1097; baptisms, 24,668; received by letter, 22,- 
699; the total money receips for this work for the last Convention 
year was $302,864.74. We call attention to the fact that for every 
$12 given to this cause one baptism is reported. This is the work 
in which we are grappling with the question of christianizing our 
own people. We are told that little more than 20,000,000 of our 
90,000,000 of population are members of evangelical churches. 
This shows a grave situation and becomes a tremendous appeal for 
heroic effort along this line. Somedne has said, as goes America 
so goes the world. 

Foreign Mission work with which we are identified is carried 
on in Argentina, Brazil, Italy, Mexico, Africa, China and Japan. 
From these fields were reported 2905 baptisms, and a present mem- 
bership of 16596. There are 8 Theological training schools with 
176 pupils, 2hospitals 1 1dispensaries 13 medical missionaries. To this 
Foreign Mission work was given last year $460,000, and there were 
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employed 231 missionaries and 330 native helpers. By pondering 
these statements we can see we are in a great inte prise, and by 
reading the mission lessons in God’s word we can see that it is God’s 
work that we are doing. But our people are not enlisted, not half 
of the more than two and a quarter million white Baptists of the 
South give at all to this work. 
We close with this recomendation, that the givers give more, 
and that we strive to enlist those not giving.

A. V. Rowe, H. C. Roverts and J. B. Quinn discussed it; and on 
motion it was adopted as follows: 


WOMAN’S WORK. 


Woman has always been loyal to her Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Her love for him is peculiarly strange, and she has for 
many years sought a better way of furthering his cause. This 
earnest desire for furthering the cause of her Master has found its 
way into organizations such as the Woman’s Missionary Union, La- 
dies Aid Societies, etc. 

The organizations are for missionary and educational work. 
This they do by keeping information constantly before our women, 
which keeps renewed day by day missionary zeal. 

Our women have special works of prayer and self denial and at 
Christmas they take a special offering for China, and during the 
year special offerings are made for Foreign, Home and State Mis- 
sions; and also boxes are sent to Frontier Missionaries, and to the 
Orphans’ Home. 

They are fostering traning schools at Louisville, Ky., for lady 
missionaries to fit them for Foreign mission work. They support 
and manage a home for the children of missionaries, known as teh 
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Maurgerite Home. They also have many other causes which they 
are fostering. - 

The total contribution of the Southern Baptist Women for this 
year was $197,143.63. They are asked to raise $35,000 for Home 
missions and $115,000 for Foreign missions; and of course to raise 
their contributions to every cause fostered by them. 

We recommend that the pastors of this association urge their 
ladies to organize societies, and also that the ladies attending this 
asociation are requested to assist their pastor’s in organizing these 
societies; which we earnestly believe will be beneficial to the work 
at large.

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between church and pastor, the pastor can do a great deal more for 
the cause of Christ and the church will prosper. There is a great 
deal in friendship and fellowship. One in whom we can trust. One 
in whom we can trust, one upon whom we can lean, one that can 
and will sympathize with us and make allowances for our short com- 
ings, and speak words of encouragement to us in our work. It is 
like music; it sweetens and lightcns the toil and makes our work 
lighter. Christ said, Ye are my friends if ye do whatsoever I com- 
mand. And, if you love me, keep my commandments. 

The pastor is the leader and teacher of his church. Therefore, 
he should know the way, he should know the Book, elso he should 
know his people. He should know what to teach, how to teach and 
whom to teach, and why he teaches. He should be familiar with 
the Word of God, and the needs of his people. The church should 
be co-workers with him, and hearken to his instructions and follow 
his leadership. Every member of his church should be in sympathy 
with him in the work. Pray for him and the success of the church; 
and defend the truths he preaches. The church should not only 
support him in their prayers, but financially as well, for the laborer 
ig worthy of his hire.

J. B. Quinn, A. V, Rowe, A. H. Dale et al; and pending 
its adoption, a collection was taken up for the indigent preachers 
and their wives, amounting to $14.86. Report adopted as folléws: 


SUSTENTATION. 


There is probably no more important duty of the Baptist De- 
nomination that is so grossly neglected as that of providing for its . 
old and disabled ministers and their wives. I make this assertion 
from what statistical investigation I have been able to make from a 
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limited amount of literature on the subject obtained from a few 
ministers. It is true that there are a few of our old pastors who 
are now being sustained by the churches from over the state, but 
you only have to look around a little and you will find that there is 
a surprising number who, after their long years of hard work and 
their many hard-fought battles that were fought during times when 
compensation was limited to that of a bare living, are now upon the 
charities of only a few people with no definite assurance of: how 
long or how well they will be provided for during their few remain- 
ing days on earth. 

There is a remedy for this, and af that is needed to carry out 
its purpose is a little more attention to the subject, and a little 
more discussion on it in our Baptist Associations. We need to . 
stimulate our members on this particular subject, as I feel sure 
all will agree with me that it is of more than casual importance. 

There are now 17:names on our list of beneficiaries to sustenta- 
tion funds; two have died during the year; two are totally blind; 
one is bedridden on account of rheumatism; and all are more or less 
afflicted with the aches and pains incident to old age. There are 
two funds: the Current Fund and the Endowment Fund. The En- 
dowment Fund amounts to $1100, the interest alone from this be- 
ing used for support. The Current Fund, into which once a year 
the interest on the Endowment Fund is turned, is used for support, 
and this year we have received for this fund only $1368.15, and it is 
now overdrawn. 

The above figures look very insignificent when compared with 
the large amounts we give each year for other causes, such as mis- 
sions, Orphanage funds, Seminary Endowment funds, etc., and I 
am sure none of these are of more importance to us than this one. 

The government provides for our old soldiers of war and their 


widows by granting them pensions, and why should we not better 
provide for these old soldiers of the Cross, whose hard-fought bat- 
tles have been for the sake of humanity, and whose accomplisments 
have been as great as those of anyone. 

I shall not recommend that we reduce our contributions for the 
other blessed causes of our churches for the sake of this one, but I 
do earnestly urge that we give it more careful consideration than 
we have been giving it heretofore. The month Gonigreatet by the 
State Convention for the collections for this fund is ber, and 
1 would recommend that the pastors of the Baptist churches of this 
Association oe with ial stress on their members the import- 
ance of this subject, and endeavor to make the donations from each

It was a serious matter with Paul. By his so considering, has

Now, everywhere is seen the ruinous effects of drink. It has 
come to be a serious consideration with all business employers. 
Men seeking employment must be sober, and temperate in the 
practices of their lives. Quickly will they discharge a man who is 
found adicted to the more serious intemperate_habits, and especial- 
ly is it true when an employee is given to strong drink, 

Since this, and much else, is true, ought not the interest of 
our people be guarded more closely. Ought not the ,Constitution

It stands for investi- 
gation, agitation and organization. Wherever the movement has 
been presented it has received the enthusiastic commendation and 
co-operation of representative men. 

While the movement has already resulted in enlisting large 
numbers of men in the active promotion of missionary interest, and 
has been one of the main factors in adding hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the receipts of missionary boards, it is not to be ex- 
pected that the whole church can be aroused suddenly to its mis- 
sionary responsibility. If, during the next five or ten years, dhe 
whole church can be filled with the missionary spirit and fired with 
enthusiasm for world evangelization, it will be a marvelous triumph 
of grace. 

The effort to evangelize the world presents to every man the 
largest opportunity of service which can come to him in this life. 
It includes the man nearest us and also the one furtherest away. It 
asks for the best which any man has of inteligence and ability to 
help solve the supreme problem of the whule world. It is an enter- 
terprise into which the most resourceful of men can put all they 
possess of life and possessions, and then wish that tney had more to 
invest. No man can live the life which God has planned for him 
unless he enters with his whole soul into the program of Christ for 
the the redemption of man.
